A number of our esteemed con 


temporaries claim that the preseu 
deer law should be repealed becaus 
the deer hunters are not observing it 
and for that reason it is not a goot 
law. 
They claim that hunters shoo 


all the deer they see just the same a: 
tl ey did before the law was passed 
and after a deer is shot they decid 
whether or not he is of the sex tha 
is wanted, and if it is a buck tin 
animal is taken to camp, and if it i: 
a doe it is left lying in the woods 
In view of the fact that murders an 
committed in spite of the laws to UK 
contrary, why would it not be righ 
to modify the law concerning murde. 
so that the offender would get only 
thirty days In jail, or else be allowe< 
to go altogether? 
Is this not th 


same principle that would apply in 
case the deer law was modified be 
Cause the old law was not observed 


Nine out ot ten men do not care ; 


whoop whether there are any deer o: 
not. They do not hunt them; do no 
care for the meat, and ai-e not inter 
ested in the matter in the least. It i: 
safe to say that a large majority o: 
the men of the slate would conside: 
it a benefit to mankind in general i. 
there were no more deer in the state 
What laws have been made have beei 
for the benefit of the deer hunters 
and nobody else. 
They have no 


been for the farmer, the merchant 
nor any man who remains at bom 
and conducts himself in a peaceabl 
and gentlemanly manner. 
It is ai 


effort on the part of the lawmaker 
to fix things so that the hunter can 
kill deer every year and still hav 
a plentiful supply left to stock th' 
forest. 
Up to date the game law 


have not been particularly success 
ful in accomplishing this result, anc 
it is doubtful if such a thing wil 
ever be brought about. 
There hav 


been game laws for more than fortj 
years, and yet, in spite of this fact 
the deer have gradually disappeared 
until the time has come when in 
order to get one it is necessary to 
put in a week or more hunting, anc 
pay out a sum of money that repre 
sents many times the value of the 
animal from a food standpoint, am 
some who go after them do not ge 
a deer even then. 


It would be interesting to know 


just what hunters want in shape o: 
a law. There is no question but wha 
the present law would accomplisl 
the purpose for which it was frame; 
in case it was observed. The law lha 
existed before the present one wa? 
passed was also broken, as was evi 
denced by the arrests that wore made 
right along, altho we cannot sa; 
whether it was broken more or less 
than, the present law. 
However, as 


it was less stringent than the presen 
one buck law, it is safe to say that i 
was broken less. 
So far as can be 


seen, it does not make much differ- 
ence what kind of a law exists, it 
would be broken anyway, and broken 
by the man who wants the law 
passed. 
The trouble seems to be 


that there are a lot of men who wan.: 
the law to apply to everybody bu: 
them, and are pained and indignani 
when they happen to get caught at 
breaking it. 


The object of ,the present law was 


to reduce the number of deer killed 
and also to reduce the mortality 
among the hunters, but if the liuntei 
does not want this done, the rest of 
us will never kick. It seems to be 
impossible to please them all, so 
why not open the thing wide open 
and let them come and go when they 
please. It might clean out the deer, 
but it would make it much safer foi 
the hunter, and would certainly re- 
duce the number of arrests.

DON'T LIKE PRESENT LAW 


A number of our esteemed con- 


temporaries claim that the present 
deer law. should be repealed because 
the doer hunters are not observing it, 
and for that reason it is not a good 
law. 
They 'claim that hunters shoot 


all the deer they see just the same as 
they did before the law was passed, 
ami after a doer is shot they decide 
whether or not he is of the sex that 
is wanted, and if it is a buck the 
animal is taken to camp, and if it is 
a doe it is loft lying in the woods. 
In view of the fact that murders arc 
committed in spite of the laws to the 
contrary, w.hy would it not be right 
to modify the law concerning murder 
so that the offender would get only 
thirty days in jail, or else be allowed 
to go altogether? 
Is this not the 


same principle that would apply in 
case the deer law was modified be- 
cause the old law was not observed? 


Nine out of ten men do not care a 


whoop whether there arc any deer or 
not. 
They do not hunt them; do not 


care for tho meat, and are not inter- 
ested in the matter in the least. It is 
saifo to say that a large majority of 
the men of. the state would consider 
it a benefit to mankind in general if 
there were no more deer in the state. 
What laws have been made have been 
for the benefit of the deer hunters, 
and nobody else. 
They have not 


been for the farmer, the merchant, 
nor any man who remains at home 
and conducts himself in a peaceable 
and gentlemanly manner. 
It is an 


effort on the part of the lawmakers 
to fix things so that the hunter can 
kill deer every year and still have 
a plentiful supply left to stock the 
forest. 
Up to date the game laws 


have not been particularly success- 
ful in accomplishing this result, and 
it Is doubtful if such a thing will 
ever be brought about. 
There have 


been game laws for more than forty 
years, and yet, in- spite of this fact, 
the deer have gradually disappeared, 
until the time has come when in 
order to get one it is necessary to 
put in a week or more hunting, and 
pay out a sum of money that repre- 
sents many times the value of the 
animal from a food standpoint, and 
some who go after them do not get 
a doer even then. 


It would be interesting to know 


just what hunters want in shape of 
a law. There Is no question but what 
tho present law would accomplish 
the'purpose for which it was framed 
in case it was observed. The law that 
existed before tho present one was 
passed was also broken, as was evi- 
denced by the arrests that were made 
right along, altho we cannot 
say 


whether it was broken more or less 
than the present law. However, as 
it was less stringent than the present 
one buck law, it is safe to say that it 
was broken loss. 
So far as can be 


seen, it docs not make much differ- 
ence what kind of a law exists, it 
would be broken anyway, and broken 
by the man who wants the law 
passed. 
The trouble seems to be 


that there are a lot of men who want 
the law to apply to everybody but 
them, and are pained and indignant 
when they happen to get caught at 
breaking it. 


The object of ,the present law was 


to reduce the number of deer killed 
and also to reduce the mortality 
among the hunters, but if-the hunter 
does not want this done, the rest of 
us will never kick. It seems to be 
impossible to please them all, so 
why not open the thing wide open 
and let them come and go when they 
please. 
It might clean out the deer, 


but it would make it much safer for 
the hunter, and would certainly re- 
duce the number of arrests. . - 


STEVENS POINT IN 


SPASM OF 


If one may judge by the reports 


that have been published in the news- 
papers, Stevens Point is at the pres- 
ent time undergoing one of the most, 
remarkable spasms of reform that 
she has ever experienced. 
There 


was a time,when Stevens Point, had 
quite a reputation as a Avide-opcn 
town, but for a number of years past 
the authorities there have gradually 
put the lid on until things have been 
running along with about, the same 
regularity that they generally do in 
a town of that size. 


However, some time ago tho niyor 


took it into his head that there was 
Loo much gambling going on in that 
town, and the result was that several 
raids were made, and some of the 
offenders gathered in. 
Then some 


of the people thought that things 
were being closed down too tight 
and there was a threat of recalling 
tho mayor. 
This made the mayor 


mad and he threatened to sue the 
newspaper that, published the item 
about his being recalled. 
However, 


neither of these things came to a 
head,-but the mayor has continued 
in his efforts to clean up the city and 
put the lawbreakers out of business. 


The last sensational thing pulled 


off over there was on Friday after- 
noon when Mayor Walters personally 
arrested two men for shooting craps. 
When the cases were brought up for 
trial the mayor was unable to prove 
the 131 en guilty and the result was 
that tho two men were discharged.

In view of the fact that murders ar 
committed in spite of the laws to th 
contrary, why would it not be righ 
to modify the law concerning murdo 
so that the offender would get onlj 
thirty days in jail, or else be allowe 
to go altogether? 
Is this not th 


same principle that would apply i 
case the deer law was modiiieri be 
cause the old law was not observed' 


Nine out of ten men do not care 


whoop whether there are any deer o 
not. They do not hunt them; do no 
care for the meat, and are not intei 
ested in the matter in the le.ist. It i 
safe to say that a large majority o 
the men of the state would consu 
it a benefit to mankind in general 
there were no more deer in the state 
What laws have been made have beei 
for the benefit of the deer hunters 
and nobody else. 
They have no 


been for the farmer, the merchant 
nor any man who remains at honn 
and conducts himself in a peaceabli 
and gentlemanly manner. 
It is ai 


effort 011 the part of the lawmaker 
to fix things so that the hunter can 
kill deer every year and still have 
a plentiful supply left to stock tin 
forest. 
Up to date the game law, 


have not been particularly success 
ful in accomplishing this result, an< 
it is doubtful if such a thing wil 
ever be brought about. 
There hav< 


been game laws for more than fort; 
years, and yet, in spite of this fact 
the deer have gradually disappeared 
until the time has come when ii 
order to get one it is necessary t' 
put in a week or more hunting, am 
pay out a sum of money that repre 
sents many times the value of thr 
animal from a food standpoint, am 
some who go after them do not ge 
a deer even then. 
It wou'id be interesting to know 


just what hunters want in shape o: 
a law. There is no question but wha 
the present law would accomplisl 
the purpose for which it was framer 
in case it was observed. The law tha' 
existed before the present one wit; 
passed was also broken, as was evi- 
denced by the arrests that were mad( 
right along, altho we cannot 
sa\ 


whether it was broken more or les; 
than the present law. 
However, as 


it was less stringent than the presenl 
one buck law, it is safe to say that i 
was broken less. 
So far as can be 
seen, it does not make much differ- 
ence what kind of a law exists, il 
would be broken anyway, and broken 
by the man who wants the law 
passed. 
The trouble seems to be 


that there are a lot of men who wan 
the law to app'iy to everybody bu 
them, and are pained and indignan 
when' they happen to get caught a 
breaking it. 
The object of the present law was 


to reduce the number of deer killer 
and also to reduce the mortalit> 
among the hunters, but if the huntei 
does not want this done, the rest of 
us will never kick. 
It seems to be 


impossible to please them all, so 
why not open the thing wide open 
and let them come and go when they 
please. 
It might clean out the deer, 


but it would make it much safer foi 
the hunter, and would certainly re- 
duce the number of arrests.

ceedingly clcvor with their fingers, but 
It is not oCten we hoar of a watchmaker 
who was born blind, and yet there have 
been instances of the kind. 


A famous blind watchmaker lived at 


Holbeach, In England, His numo was 
Rlppin, and though completely blind 
he could take to pieces and put togeth- 
er again watches of most delicate con- 
struction with the greatest ease and 
la quicker time than most watchmak- 
ers who have the advantage of good 
eyesight. 


On one occasion some of the tinj 


wheels and screws used in his trade 
wore stolen from him, but the thief 
was captured with the property on bis 
person, and Rlpplu Identified it by hjs 
delicate sense of touch'. Another watch 
and clockmaker brought up his blind 
son to his trade, and he proved so 
skillful that on more than one occa- 
sion he detected faults In" timepieces 
which other tradesmen had failed to 
discover. 


How to Keep Warm In Cold Bed.

veloped a new variety with which to 
"push tho corn belt northward." 


According to reports from E. J. 


Dolwlche, in charge of the northern 
branch stations of tho College of Ag- 
riculture, tho new early dent variety, 
known as WiKconsin No.,25, is shown 
up favorably tills season under varied 
conditions of soil and climate. 
It Is 


about ton days earlier in maturing 
than Wisconsin No. S, which 
has 


heretofore been tho most promising 
variety for the regions of the state 
having short growing seasons. 


"At the Spooner Station tho Wis- 


consin No. 25 Is yielding more than 
75 bushels of sbel'led corn an acre," 
says ^Ir. Dclwicbo. 
"The corn was 


lit for send on September 10, and rlpo 
ears could have been selected Sep- 
tember 1. The variety also did well 
at Conrath on a heavy silt loam soil, 
freports from co-operating farmers 
turnout tho north, who grow this var- 
iety on test this year, are nearly all 
favorable. 
As several hundred acres 


of Wisconsin No. 25 were planted 
during tho past season, a consider- 
able amount ol! good seed win, prob- 
ably bo available. Names of grow- 
ers will bo supplied on request. 


Mr, Dolwicho says that this variety 


will do for either crib or silo. 
It 


grows from seven to nine feet high, 
is leafy, arid not coarse in stalk, Tho 
ears are medium slxo and of a deep 
golden color. The kernels are deep, 
well dontod, and much harder than 
most dorit varieties, a'itho not lllnty 
in character. Twelve to sixteen rows 
to tho ear is the rule, 
Tho propor- 


tion o[ corn to cob averages about 85 
por cent, which is unusually high for 
a northern grown variety.—Spoonor 
Advocate. 


Whether or not an embargo on 


foodstuffs would decrease the cost of 
living in this- country is a question, 
but it seems as if it would,- The prob-

France, Germany, Russia nor Italy 
has produced a normal crop when the 
fields have had to be tilled by women 
unfamiliar with the best methods of 
farming and unfitted physically to get 
the same results as men could. The 
women of Europe havo sacrificed 
themselves heroically in trying to 
lake tho places of the men at the 
front, but it is obvious that they can- 
not carry on the work of each nation 
as well as it was carried on before 
the war. 
There is a certain amount 


of labor, to be done in the world, 
A 


tlmo of war not only fails to lessen 
that1 a m o u n t ' b u t increases it; for 
while the added burden of munition 
making ifi going on the soldier at the 
front and the wife, the widow, the 
child and the invalid at home must 
be fed. 


Foreign countries have been bid- 


ding high for foodstuffs produced in 
America. Our normal crop has been 
decreased, 
particularly the 
wheat 


crop, thru bad weather conditions. 
And while the people of this country 
naturally would like 
to 
continue 


sending as much wheat, corn and 
other products as possible to al'l Eu- 
rope without discrimination, there Is 
a limit and it appears that the limit 
has been, reached. 


An embargo on foodstuffs would, 


no doubt, present some unpleasant 
and uncomfortable problems to the 
American government, but it would 
be a far more vital problem than 
soin-o of tho others put up to us since 
the European war began.

lakes and ponds,. Lying In the tall 
bushes on tho shore, ho learned tho 
habits, and home life of the ducks'; 
what they ate, how they ate, their 
hours for feeding, and where they 
ate; ho learned to toll the different 
varieties by their "quacks," tho way 
they flew, and by their food. 


Ho started a little submarine gar- 


den of his own. 
As ho grow older his 


business Instinct was awakened. 
He 


thought It probable that nearly every 
owner of a small lake or poiul had 
• 


wished ho could make It a paradise 
for ducks, and he had found that 
ducks came each season Jn great 
numbers to tho places where the food 
they 
Jovod. 
was 
most 
abundant. 


"Why can't' I sell to tho sportsmen 
the food the ducks want?" ho asked 
himself, and, being a boy of action, 
1 in mediately got busy. 


Ho gathered seeds from tho water 


plants and experimented with them. 
Then ho cultivated tho plants and 
Imprqvcd them. 
His constant ex- 


perimenting, with his firsthand ob- 
servation, llnal'ly yielded fruit. 
Ho 


found that every wild duck was very 
fond of tho tender shoots and bulbs 
of tho wapato, or duck potato, so ho 
sot out thousands of plants," which 
attracted tho ducks In a great num- 
ber. 
Ho cultivated tho plants care- 


fully, and then started shipping them 
to nearby clubs for transplanting, or 
planted thorn near his homo. 
Later 


ho discovered that because of their 
handsome arrowhead 
and 
delicate 


white (lowers they woro much in de- 
mand for ornamental purposes. 


Whllo lying concealed one, day 


watching tho_ ducks feeding jn one of 
hlij ponds, young Terrol was struck 
by the fact that certain kinds of 
ducks were feeding almost entirely 
on certain kinds of plants. Ho waded 
out in tho pond when they had flown 
away, examined the plants, and came 
to f)lio conclusion, the marsh ducks, 
liko tho mallards, *toal and pin-tails, 
preferred the wild rice, while . the 
canvafibacks 
, redheads, blue-bills 


and other diving or deep water ducks 
quacked Jn ocstacy when they had 
plenty of wild co'iery, This lucky dis- 
covery proved tho key to the feeding 
problem of wild fowl. 


Ono more problem stood between 


tho young naturalist and complete 
success. 
For years tho planting of 


wi'id rice had boon' unsuccessful be- 
cause most of the seeds dld-not ger- 
minate. 
Terrel discovered that this 


was because the seed dried out and 
died. He kept his seed In damp bags, 
on cakes of ice until ready to plant. 
Now ninety-nine per .cent germinates. 


Last,year -his business amounted 


to several thousand dollars, and he is 
going Into it. eveii on a larger scale 
this year. 
His greatest honor came 


last December when ho was the guest 
of honor at tho annual banquet of 
the Now York Game Conservation. 
Ho spoke before experts In his line on 
"Tho Food of Wild Ducks," and they 
listened' with closest attention. 
The 


biological division of the Department 
of Agriculture has endorsed Terrel's 
work as an important influence for 
tho conservation of valuable 
birds.—Ai'nerJcan Magazine.

it is not often we hear of a watchmaker 
who was born blind, and yet there have 
been instances of the kind. 


A famous blind watchmaker lived at 


Holbeach, in England. His name was 
Bippin, and though completely blind 
he could take to pieces and put togeth- 
er again watches of most delicate con- 
struction with the greatest ease and 
In quicker time than most watchmak- 
ers who have the advantage of go 
eyesight. 


On one occasion some of the tin 


wheels and screws used in his trade 
were stolen from him, but the thief 
was captured with the property on his 
person, and Eippin identified it by his 
delicate sense of touch. Another watch 
and clockmaker brought up his blind 
son to his trade, and he proved so 
skillful that on more than one occa- 
sion he detected faults in' timepieces 
which other tradesmen had failed to 
discover. 


How to Keep Warm in Cold Bed.

According to 
Ku«Kiaii officials, the engines may be 
used in the trenches as well as at the 
rear.

it is not often we hear of a watchmaker 
who was born blind, and yet there have 
been instances of the kind. 
A famous blind watchmaker lived at 


Holbeach, in England. His name was 
Rippin, and though completely blind 
he could take to pieces and put togeth- 
er again watches of most delicate con- 
struction with the greatest ease and 
In quicker time than most watchmak- 
ers who have the advantage of gooc^ 
eyesight.

On one occasion some of the tins 


svheels and screws used in his trade 
were stolen from him, but the thief 
was captured with the property on his 
person, and Rippin identified it by his 
delicate sense of touch. Another watch 
and clockmnker brought up his blind 
son to his trade, and he proved so 
skillful that on more than one occa- 
sion he detected faults in' timepieces 
which other tradesmen had failed to 
discover. 


How to Keep Warm in Cold Bed.

the veriest weed, but It mny well be that II. may 
prove of groat value to the troops In the absence 
of water, fodder, or even food for human beings. 


In the punitive expedition (here are many cow 


punchers of tho "cactus belt" serving as scouts, 
and in the cowboy and the Indian of the South- 
west; the lowly cactus has Its greatest admirer, for 
they know what a game struggle for life this plant 
has to make' against tin unlaved desert soli. JSven 
their ponies and cattle and the poor beasts of the 
desert know of those uses of the cactus" for water 
and fodder, says the N'cvv York Herald. 


'There are some thousand varieties of this mon- 


strous vegetable family, not counting the 300 va- 
rieties of Ihe agave, or century plant—Incorrectly 
Included by many—In northern Mexico.

Three broad-gauged guesses may 


be taken as the reason for the ad- 
vance in butter prices. According .to 
U. H. Ilibbard of the College of Agri- 
(ulture, t'niveisily o£ Wisconsin, they 
are: 
"A greater demand for con- 


df mod milk, due partly to the Euro- 
pean war; and owing to dry pastures 
;>:id higher prices for feeding stuffs; 
a slight decrease in production on 
dairy faims. 


"Added to these specific causes and 


a larger output of cheese than ever 
before is the general fact of increased 
prices tor food stuffs of all sorts, and 
it seldom happens that any given ar- 
ticle of food will fail to follow, more 
or less, the price fluctuations of the 
mass. 


"Under 
present 
conditions the 


farmer gets moie than two-thirds of 
the total amount of money paid by 
the consumer for butler, and there is 
no positive indication that any spec- 
ial inteiest is taking advantage of 
th,: market to boost prices and reap 
piofit.s. The advance may be charged 
to a combination of circumstances." 


THE HIGH COST OP LIVING 


.VKW VARIETY CORN IS EARLIER 


Wisconsin corn breeders have de- 


veloped a new variety with which to 
"push the coin belt northward." 


According to reports from E. J. 


Del v, idie, in charge of the noithern 
branch stations of the College of Ag- 
riculture, the new early dent variety, 
Known as Wisconsin No. 25, is shown 
up favorably this season under varied 
conditions of soil and climate. It is 
about (en days earlier in maturing 
than Wisconsin No. S, which has 
hcietofore been the most promising 
variety for the regions of the state 
tuning short growing seasons. 


"At the Spooner Station the Wis- 


consin No. 25 is yielding more than 
75 bushels of shel'ied corn an acre," 
says Mr. Dclwiche. 
"The corn was 


fit for seed on September 10, and ripe 
ears could have been selected Sep- 
tember 1. The variety also did well 
at Conrath on a heavy silt loam soil. 
Reports from co-operating farmers 
thruout the north, who grew this var- 
iety on test this 3 ear, are nearly all 
favorable. As several hundred acres 
of Wisconsin No. 25 were planted 
during the past season, a consider- 
able amount of good seed will, prob- 
ably be available. Names of grow- 
ers will bo supplied on request. 


Mr. Delwiche says that this variety 


will do for either crib or silo. 
It 


grows from seven to nine feet high, 
Is leafy, and not coarse in stalk. The 
eais are medium size and of a deep 
golden color. The kernels arc deep, 
v, ell dented, and much harder than 
most dent varieties, aitho not flinty 
in character. Twelve to sixteen rows 
to the ear is the rule. The propor- 
tion of coin to cob averages about 85 
per cent, which is unusually high for 
a northern grown variety.—Spoonar 
Advocate. 


MAKES MONEY RAISING 


FOO.O FOR. WILD DUCKS 


Clyde Terrel, and Oshkosh boy, 


wi'll soon be twenty-one years old, 
All his life he has lived in the lake 
region of central Wisconsin—The 
nesting, feeding and breeding place 
of thousands of wild 
ducks 
and 


geese. 
His father had studied the 


habits of these wild waterfowl for 
years, and as soon as the boy was 
able to walk he was taken to nearby 
lakes and ponds. Lying in the tall 
bushes on the shore, he learned the 
habits, and home life of the ducks'; 
what they ate, how they ate, their 
hours for feeding, and where they 
ate; he learned to tel'l the different 
varieties by their "quacks," the way 
they flew, and by their food. 


He started a little submarine gar- 


den ol his own. As he grew older his 
business instinct was awakened. 
He 


thought it probable that nearly every 
owner of a small lake or poad had 
wished he could make it a paradise 
for ducks, and he had found that 
ducks came each season in great 
numbers to the places where the food 
they 
loved 
was 
most 
abundant. 


"Why can't' I sell to the sportsmen 
the food the ducks want?" he asked 
himself, and, being a boy of action, 
immediately got busy. 


He gathered seeds from the water 


plants and experimented with them. 
Then he cultivated the plants and 
improved them. 
His constant ex- 


perimenting, with his firsthand ob- 
servation, flnal'ly yielded fruit. 
He 


found that every wild duck was very 
fond of the tender shoots and bulbs 
of the wapato, or duck potato, so he 
set out thousands of plants,' which 
attracted the ducks in a great num- 
ber. 
He cultivated the plants care- 


fully, and then started shipping them 
to nearby clubs for transplanting, or 
planted them near his home. Later 
he discovered that because of their 
handsome arrowrhead and 
delicate 


white flowers they were much in de- 
mand for ornamental purposes. 


While lying concealed one 
day 


watching the ducks feeding in one of 
his ponds, young Terrel was struck 
by the fact that certain kinds of 
ducks were feeding almost entirely 
on certain kinds of plants. He waded 
out in the pond when they had flown 
away, examined the plants, and came' 
to the conclusion, the marsh ducks, 
like the mallards, teal and pin-tails, 
preferred the wild rice, while the 
canvasbacks , redheads, 
blue-bills 


and other diving or deep water ducks 
quacked in ecstacy when they had 
plenty of wild celery. This lucky dis- 
covery proved the key to the feeding 
problem of wild fowl. 


One more problem stood between 


the young naturalist and complete 
success. 
For years the planting of 


wild rice had been unsuccessful be- 
cause most of the seeds did-not ger- 
minate. Terrel discovered that this 
was because the seed dried out and 
died. He kept his seed in damp bags, 
on cakes of ice until ready to plant. 
Now ninety-nine per cent germinate. 


Last .year his business amounted 


to several thousand dollars, and he is 
going into it even on a larger scale 
this year. His greatest honor came 
last December when he was the guest 
of honor at the annual banquet of 
the New York Game Conservation. 
He spoke before experts in his line on 
"The Food of Wild Ducks," and they 
listened with closest attention. The 
biological division of the Department 
of Agriculture has endorsed Terrel's 
work as an important influence for 
the conservation of valuable -wild 
birds.—American Magazine.

Whether or not an embargo on 


foodstuffs would decrease the cost of 
living in this country is a question, 
but it seems as it it would. The prob- 
lem is in the hands of Washington 
authorities and if they report to the 
piuiiident that an embargo will "put 
the prices down where they belong" 
it is altogether likely that Mr. Wil- 
son wil'i declare the embargo insofar 
a., his excuthe rights permit. 


However, one might as well face 


the facts in the beginning. The pres- 
ent high prices are due piimarily to 
the European war, and the curtail- 
ment of the production ot foodstuffs 
in the European countries. It stands 
to reason that neither 
England, 


France, Germany, Russia nor Italy 
has produced a normal crop when the 
fields have had to be tilled by women 
unfamiliar with the best methods of 
farming and unfitted physically to get 
the same results as men could. The 
women of Europe have sacrificed 
themselves heroically in trying to 
lake the places of the men at the 
front, but it is obvious that they can- 
not carry on the work of each nation 
as well as it was carried on before 
the war. 
There is a certain amount 


of labor to be done in the world. A 
time of war not only fails to lessen 
that amount but increases it; for 
while the added burden of munition 
making is going on the soldier at the 
fiont and the wife, the widow, the 
child and the invalid at home must 
be fed. 


Foreign countries have been bid- 


ding high for foodstuffs produced in 
America. Our normal crop has been 
decreased, particularly the wheat 
crop, thru bad weather conditions. 
And while the people of this country 
naturally would like 
to 
continue 


sending as much wheat, corn and 
other products as possible to all Eu- 
rope without discrimination, there Is 
a limit and it appears that the limit 
has been reached. 


An embargo on foodstuffs would, 


no doubt, present some unpleasant 
and uncomfortable problems tc the 
American government, but it would 
be a far more vital problem than 
some of the others put up to us since 
the European war began 
The firs!

Wisconsin corn breeders have de- 


veloped a new variety with which to 
-jiush tlio corn, belt northward." 


According to reports from E. J. 


J)e!wiche, in charge of the northern 
branch stations at the College of Ag- 
riculture, I he new early dent variety, 
known as Wisconsin No. .25, is shown 
ui> favorably this season under varied 
conditions of soil and climate. It is 
about ten days earlier in maturing 
than Wisconsin No. 8, which 
has 


heretofore been the most promising 
variety for the regions of the state 
having short growing seasons. 


"At tlio Spooner Station the "Wis- 


consin No. 25 is yielding more than 
75 bushels o£ shel'led corn an acre, 
says Mr Dolwiche. 
"The corn was 


lit for send on September 10, and ripe 
pars could have been selected Sep- 
tember 1. The variety also did well 
at OonraUi on a heavy silt loam soil. 
Reports from co-operating farmers 
thruout the north, who grew this var- 
iuly on test this year, are nearly all 
favorable. 
As several hundred acres 


of Wisconsin No. 25 were planted 
during the past season, a consider- 
able amount of good seed will, prob- 
ably be available. Names of grow- 
ers will be supplied on request. 


Mr. Dolwiche says that this variety 


will do for either crib or silo. 
It 


grows from seven to nine feet high, 
is leafy, and not coarse in stalk. The 
cars are medium size and of a deep 
golden color. The kernels are deep, 
well dented, and much harder than 
most dent varieties, all ho not flinl.j 
in character. Twelve to sixteen rows 
to the ear is the rule. 
The propor- 


tion of corn to cob averages about 8ij 
per cent, which is unusually high for 
a northern grown variety. — Spooncr 
Advocate.

the facts in the beginning:. The pres- 
ent high prices are due primarily to 
the European war, and the curtail- 
ment of the production of foodstuffs 
in the European countries. It stands 
to 
reason 
that 
neither 
England, 


France, Germany, Russia nor Italy 
has produced a normal crop when the 
fields have had to be tilled by women 
unfamiliar with the best methods of 
farming and unfitted physically to get 
the same results as men could. The 
women of Europe have sacrificed 
themselves heroically in trying to 
lake the places of the men at the 
front, but it is obvious that they can- 
not carry on the work of each nation 
as well as it was carried on before 
the war. 
There is a certain amount 


of labor, to be done in the world. 
A 


time of war not only fails to lessen 
that amount but increases it; for 
while the added burden of munition 
making is going on the soldier at the 
front and the wife, the widow, the 
child and the invalid at home must 
be fed. 
Foreign countries have been bid- 


ding high for foodstuffs produced in 
America. Our normal crop has been 
decreased, 
particularly the wheat 


crop, thru bad weather conditions. 
And while the people of this country 
naturally would like 
to 
continue 


sending as much wheat, corn and 
other products as possible to all Eu- 
rope without discrimination, there is 
a limit and it appears that the limit 
has been reached. 


An embargo 011 foodstuffs would, 


no doubt, present some unpleasant 
and uncomfortable problems to the 
American government, but it would 
be a far more vital problem than 
some of the others put up to us since 
the European war began. 
The first, 


duty of America is to Americans.—

MAKKS BIOXKY RAISING 


l.'OOI) l-'OK WILD DUCKS 


Clyde Terrel, and Oshkosh boy, 


will soon be twenty-one years old, 
-Ml his life he has lived in the lake 
region 
of central Wisconsin—The 


nesting, feeding and breeding place 
of 
thousands of wild 
ducks 
and 


geese. 
His father had studied the 


habits o£ these wild waterfowl for 
years, and as soon as the boy was 
able to walk he was taken to nearby 
lakes and ponds. Lying in the tall 
hushes on the shore, he learned the 
habits, and home life of the ducks'; 
what they ate, how they ate, their 
hours for feeding, and where they 
ate; he learned to tell the different 
varieties by their "quacks," the way 
they flew, and by their food. 


He started a little submarine gar- 


den of his own. As he grew older his 
business instinct was awakened. 
He 


thought it probable that nearly every 
owner of a small lake or pond, had 
wished he could make It a paradise 
for ducks, and he had found that 
ducks carae each season in great 
numbers to the places where the food 
they 
loved 
was 
most 
abundant. 


"Why can't' I sell to the sportsmen 
the food the ducks want?" he asked 
himself, and, being a boy of action, 
immediately got busy. 


He gathered seeds from the water 


plants and experimented with them. 
Then he cultivated the plants and 
improved them. 
His constant ex- 


perimenting, with his firsthand ob- 
servation, finally yielded fruit. 
He 


found that every wild duck was very 
fond of the tender shoots and bulbs 
of the wapato, or duck potato, so he 
set out thousands of plants," which 
attracted the ducks in a great num- 
ber. 
He cultivated the plants care- 


fully, and then started shipping them 
to nearby clubs for transplanting, or 
planted them near his home. 
Later 


he discovered that because of their 
handsome arrowhead 
and 
delicate 


white flowers they were much in de- 
mand for ornamental purposes. 


While lying concealed one 
day 


watching the ducks feeding in one of 
his ponds, young Terrel was struck 
by the fact that certain kinds of 
ducks were feeding almost entirely 
on certain kinds of plants. He waded 
out in the pond when they had flown 
away, examined the plants, and came 
to the conclusion, the marsh ducks, 
like the mallards, teal and pin-tails, 
preferred the wild rice, while the 
canvasbacks , redheads, 
blue-bills 


and other diving or deep water ducks 
quacked in ecstacy when they had 
plenty of wild celery. This lucky dis- 
covery proved the key to the feeding 
problem of wild fowl. 
One more problem stood between 


the young naturalist and complete 
success. 
For years the planting of 


wild rice had been" unsuccessful be- 
cause most of the seeds did-not ger- 
minate. Terrel discovered that this 
was because the seed dried out and 
died. He kept his seed in damp bags, 
on cakes of ice until ready to plant. 
Now ninety-nine per.cent germinate. 


Last .year his business amounted 


to several thousand dollars, and he is 
going in.to it even on a larger scale 
this year. 
His greatest honor came 


last December when he was the guest 
of honor at the annual banquet of 
the New York Game Conservation. 
He spoke before experts in his line oa 
"The Food of Wild Ducks," and they 
listened with closest attention. 
The 


biological division of the Department 
of Agriculture has endorsed Terrel's 
work as an important influence for 
the conservation of valuable -wild 
birds.—American Magazine.

, The army postal arrangements, which are on n 
jvast scale, are working admirably. Letters sent 
from England to the expeditionary force in France 
jtake three days to reach men in billets and four 
days for soldiers in the trenches. 


And MI v e firmly belle\e jou do feel. 
We all hear if repeated that patriotism is a

U. S. TROOPS MAY USE CACTUS FOR WATER 


In the pursuit of Villa nml his bandits through 


tlu arid regions of northern Mexico the United 
States troops traversed a region whose only vege- 
tation i.s the barbed and forbidding cactus. 
To 


any but >i cowboy or a trained 'plainsman of the 
Southwest, inhabitants themselves of the "cactus 
belt," this plant seemingly has no more value than 
the veriest weed, but it may well be that it may 
prove of great value to the troops in the absence 
of water, fodder, or even food for human beings. 


In the punitive expedition there are many cow 


punchers of the "cactus belt" serving ns scouts, 
and in the cowboy and the Indian of the South- 
west the lowly cactus has its greatest admirer, for 
they know what u game struggle for life this plant 
has to make'against nn unlnved desert soil. Even 
their ponies and cattle and the poor beasts of the 
desert know of these uses of the cactufrfor water 
and fodder, says the New York Herald. 


There are some thousand varieties of this mon- 


strous vegetable family, not counting the 300 va- 
rieties of the agave, or century plant—incorrectly 
included by many—in northern Mexico. 
The va- 


rieties of the yucca palm and all other forms of 
vegetation known to the arid region have the same 
faculty of sucking up from the soil every drop of 
the all too little moisture in it and storing it up In 
their tough and leathery leaves and roots. 


Of the many varieties perhaps the most remark- 


able is that member of the family known to those 
schooled in desert craft as the "water barrel." This 
plant is shaped somewhat like a beer keg and is 
about the same size. Through all the years of its 
growth it has been sopping up what moisture the 
famished enrth contained and retaining it. It is the 
sole reliance of desert dwellers In time of drought, 
and the troops, far from water holes and with wa- 
ter scarce, may yet be obliged to drink from It 


The "water barrel" i.s tapped by slicing off the 


top with a sword or machete and pounding the 
pulp until the water contained in it wells up into 


men turned out in n body to wisli him good luck.

AI1 letters for the troops are dealt with at the 


home base ollice in London, where* the work of 
sorting is performed. There is a separate mail bag 
for every unit, both for letters and parcels.

Not all the water-bearing cacti are as gracious to 


famishing man, however, as the "water barrel," for 
most of them have protected themselves against 
the maraudings of those who would drink and live 
by imparting a bitter taste lo the water they con- 
tain. The "peyote" especially, which abound^ in 
the plains and deserts of Arizona, has a trick of 
discouraging depredations upon it, for its plikmp 
and juicy pulp secretes a bitter and poisonous 
juice. 


In the last dozen years scientists have interested 


themselves in the study of the cactus for its possi- 
bilities as food, fodder and economic by-products. 
Dr. Leon E. Landone, foremost in the study of tins 
desert plant, several years ago conducted extensive 
experiments in Los Angeles to ascertain the value 
of the thornless cactus as an article of food for 
human beings. In an effort to prove his conten- 
tion that If contains food properties sufficient lo 
enable a man to work IS hours a day, he and his 
two secretaries for two weeks livecl''oii a daily diet 
of the leaves nml fruit of the cactus, the former 
being served green or fried and the Hitter either 
raw or cooked. 
While the "cactus squad" sur- 


vived the experience and professor to have en- 
joyed their novel diet, it is u fact that the cactus 
never has attained the popularity of n filet mignon. 


In the whole vegetable kingdom probably there 


Is not another plant family having so many dif- 
ferentiations of form as the cacti. For it is pos- 
sible to find among them species that crawl and 
creep like vines, other than stand erect in a single 
unbending stalk, like a green living monument of 
the desert; still others that are rooted to the spot, 
with tlieir.liiglicst growth close, to fhe ground and 
bearing almost no resemblance to usual forms of 
vegetation, and others, again, that branch out In 
thick imbloomlng branches.

DIED BLIND AND IN POVERTY 


Inventor of Steam Foghorn an Ex- 


ample of the Ingratitude of 


the World. 


The man who invented and installed 


the first slpam foghorn died blind and 
In poverty despite his varied attain- 
ments and achievements in widely 
differing fields. lie was John Foulls, 
a Scotchman, who came to St. John, 
N. B,, in the early years of the last 
century. 


An interesting description of this 


versatile Scot is given in a paper read 
lefore (he St. John Historical society 
jy William Murdoch. C. E. Murdoch 
says of Foulis: 


"lie was a nephew of the brothers 


Robert and Andrew Fonlis of Glas- 
gow, prinlers and publishers, whose 
productions were the Bdralratiou of 
ill their contemporaries, and whose 
edition of Horace, published in 1744, 
ivas hung up sheet by sheet, in Glas- 
gow, and a reward offered for the dis- 
overy of a single error. 
"This scion of nn intelligent breed 


was a graduate of Glasgow univer- 
Ity. After various experiences when 
a young man, even to serving as sur- 
;eon on a whaling ship, he finally set- 
.led in SI. John and became a land 
surveyor, artist, analytical 
chemist 


inrt a civil and mechanicul engineer. 
His survey of the River St. John is 
still in vogue in the Crown land of- 
fice of this province. 
His chemical 


cnowledge 
ranged 
from 
analyzing 


ores to making his own whisky when 
overtaken by adversity. 


I "While operating as a mechanical 
engineer and owning a foundry he cn- 
;ined the first steam ferryboat to 
cross St. John harbor, besides the first 
steam craft to ply the St. John river. 


ater on, when Mr. Foulls was the en- 


gineer of the light and signal service 
of the government of New Brunswick, 
ills principal charge being Partridge 
slnnd (at the harbor's entrance), 
.vheron was an automatic fog bell, 1.3 
proposed a steam whistle, steam whis- 
tles being then new to the world. 


"Later on his suggestion was acted

U. S. TROOPS MAY USE CACTUS FOR WATER 


In the pursuit of Villa and his bandits through 


tin: arid regions of northern Mexico the United 
Stales troops traversed a region whose only vege- 
tation Is Che barbed and forbidding ctictus'. 
To 


any but it cowboy or n trained ''plainsman of the 
Southwest, liihnbitnnts themselves of the "cactus 
belt," this .plant seemingly has no more value than 
the veriest weed, but it tuny well be that it. may 
prove of great value to tin; troops in the absence 
of water, fodder, or even food for human beings. 


In tin.- punitive expedition there are many cow 


punchers of the "cactus belt" serving us scouis, 
and in the cowboy and the Indian of tin- South- 
west the lowly cactus h.-is its greatest admirer, for 
I hey know what a game struggle for life this plntit 
has to make against an unlnved desert soil. Uveii 
their ponies and rattle and the poor beasts of the 
dexerr know of these uses of tho cactus for water 
mill fodder, snys the New York Herald. 


There are some thousand varieties of tills mon- 


strous vegetable family, not counting the 800 va- 
rieties of Ihe agave, or century plant—incorrectly 
included by many—in northern Mexico. The va- 
rieties of I lie yucca palm and all other forms of 
vegetation known to the arid region have the same 
f n cully of sucking up from the soil every drop of 
the all loo little moisture in it and storing it up In 
their tough and leathery leaves and roots. 


Of the many varieties perhaps the most remark- 


able is I hat member of the family known to rhose 
schooled in desert craft as the "water barrel." This 
plant is shaped somewhat like a beer keg nnd is 
about the same size. Through nil the years ot its 
growth It lias been sopping up what moisture the 
famished earth contained and retaining it. It is the 
sole reliance of desert dwellers In Hum of drought, 
and the troops, far from water holes and with wa- 
ter scarce, may yet be obliged to drink from it.

Dr. Leon E. Landone, foremost iu the study of this 
desert plant, several years ago conducted extensive 
experiments in Los Angeles to ascertain the value 
of the thornless cactus as an article of food for 
human beings. 
In an effort to prove Ills conten- 


tion that It contains food properties suflicient fo 
enable a man to work IS hours a day, he and his 
two secretaries for two weeks lived''on a daily diet 
of the leaves nnd fruit of the cactus, the former 
being served green or fried and the latter either 
raw or cooked.

DIED BLIND AND IN POVERTY 


inventor of Steam 
Foghorn an Ex- 


ample of the Ingratitude of 


the World. 


The man who invented and installed 


the first steam foghorn died blind and 
in poverty despite his varied attain- 
ments and achievements in widely 
aifTering fields. He was John Foulis. 
a Scotchman, who came to St. John, 
N. B., in the early years of the last 
century. 


An interesting description of this 


versatile Scot is given in a paper rend 
icfore the St. John Historical society 
!jy William Murdoch. C. K. Murdoch 
•=ays of Foulis : 


"He was u nephew of the brothers 


Robert, and Andrew Foulis of Glas- 
gow, ill-inters and publishers, whose 
productions were the ndiiilratlon of 
ill their contemporaries, and whose 
edition of Horace, published in 1744. 
was hung up sheet by sheet, iu Glas- 
gow, and a reward offered for the dis- 
covery of a single error. 


"This scion of an Intelligent breed 


wns a graduate of Glasgow univer- 
sity. After various experiences when 
i young man. even to serving as sur- 
geon on a whaling ship, he finally set- 
tled In St. John und became a land 
surveyor, artist, 
analytical 
chemist 


ind a civil and mechanical engineer. 
His survey of the River St. John Is 
still in vogue In the Crown land of- 
fice of this province. 
His chemical 


viiowledge 
ranged 
from 
analyzing 


ores to making his own whisky when 
overtaken by adversity. 


•While operating as a mechanical 


engineer and owning a foundry he en- 


ined the first steam 
ferryboat 
to 


cross St. John harbor, besides the first, 
steam craft to ply the St. John river. 
Later on, when Mr. Foulis wns the en- 
gineer of the light and signal service 
of the government of New Brunswick, 
his principal charge being Partridge 
sland 
(at the harbor's 
entrance), 


wheron was an automatic fog bell, l.t 
proposed a stentn whistle, steam whls- 
.les being then new to the world. 


"Later on his suggestion was acted 


ipon. There was no patent law then 
and though in his old age. blind and 
)oor, he was given no compensation, 
and the inventor of the foghorn died 
n poverty."
